Under the terms of tho 
options this notice need not be given 
until October 1st, but tho tireless on 
ergy of the merger managers has re- 
sulted la an earlier report on the pro- 
position than It wua at first thought 
possible to make. 


No serious difficulty Is anticipated 


In making equitable adjustment of tho 
differences existing between tho high- 
priced operators and tho merger In- 
terests. The dumber ot plant* Involv- 
ed and their Importance la compara- 
tively .small, compared 
with 
those 


whose prices are satisfactory, and the 
merger is considered as good as made. 


The reference to "modified terms of 


payment" is not construed to mean 
that there will be any attempt to force 
the securities of tho consolidated com- 
pany down the throats of tho opera- 
tors, but that the coko merger Is plan- 
ned and will be constructed on a broad 
and safe foundation. The people back 
of the merger have evidently profited 
by experience. They do not propose 
to have a water-logged 
concern on 


their hands, or one with Inexperienced 
and Incompetent malingers. An oper- 
ator In close touch with tho situation 
explained It thus: "The modification 
as to payment must be tnkon In con- 
junction with tho suggestion that tho 
managers ot the new company shall 
be selected from the talent now lu 
charge o! t>e Individual eompnnlus. tt 
Is deslrev that this particular class of 
operators shall remain in charge of 
the tuelness not merely as hired men, 
hut as parties nl personal Interest, tt 
IB the desire of the Bnanelors that 
duty and interest shall go hand In 
hand.in the management of tho con- 
solidated corporation.

They 
are not missing any points of vantage 
nor any precaution? In their aim to 
Make the coko merger Immediately 
and handsomely profitable."
